Secretary of the Missouri Con fer­ 
en ce for Social Welfare, assisted by 
Miss 
Rose 
Waddell, 
secretary 
of 
the Sedalia W elfare Board, Mrs. J. 
C. Connor, Pettis Coun ty Welfare 
officer, an d others in terested in the 
work in Sedalia an d Pettis County. 
In a talk made at noon today 
following a lun cheon held 
at the 
F irst 
M. 
E. 
Church, 
Fourth 
an d 
Osage, Prof. B urr spoke of the over- 
crow'ded con dition of our state in ­ 
stitution s, In san e asylums, pen iten ­ 
tiaries, alms houses, etc., an d how 
the 
n um ber 
of 
those bein g 
sen t 
there is con stan tly growing. 
The 
an sw er to this problem, he declared, 
is a preven tative program, a pro­ 
gram whereby the social w^orkers 
in the coun try m ake adjustm en ts in 
families 
where, 
because 
of 
some 
condition, poverty, a w'rong social 
outlook, 
or the 
like, 
there 
is 
a 
ten den cy to crime, in san ity, or a 
con dition 
w'hereby 
the 
state 
will 
have to later step in. 
It is towards 
preven tin g such con dition s th a t w’e 
m ust look, he declared, rather than 
how' to take care of the results. 
He spoke of the recommen dation s 
of the survey committee to expen d 
$19 ,000,000 for the state in stitution s 
to care for these depen den ts. 
It is 
suggested, he said, th a t bon ds be 
\o te d to provide this amoun t, to be 
paid off in tw'enty years. 
If, he 
stated, the population of these in­ 
stitution s con tin ues to grow' as it 
has done, at the end of the twen ty 
years it will be n ecessary to expen d 
an other $15,000,000 or $20,000,000 to 
care for the addition al depen den ts. 
T he 
social 
w'orker, 
he 
stated, 
should strive to keep families to­ 
gether. adjust those differen ces that 
can be adjusted an d in this w'ay 
there will n ot be so m an y children 
in juven ile court, or w ards of the 
state. 
This they may do by becom­ 
ing in terested in the problems at 
once, 
th a t 
is 
in 
families 
where 
there is a lack of money, lack of 
mind, soul, or opportun ity, for the 
social workers problems are n ot all 
fin an cial by an y mean s. 
Mr. Burr also spoke of the n eces­ 
sity of cooperation with the individ­ 
uals and organ ization s of the coun ­ 
ty, or city in which they are w ork­ 
ing. 
There is dan ger in becomin g 
too highly professionalized, he sta t­ 
ed, for every good citizen is a poten ­ 
tial social worker, an d it is through 
them in formation can be gained, co­ 
operation 
given, to 
the end 
that 
there is a more satisfactory adjust­ 
m en t of the problem. 
Mr. Burr told of the desire of 
some to have a social w orker In 
every coun ty, an d while he stated 
this was n ot practical because of 
the differen ce in population in coun ­ 
ties, some in the Un ited States hav­ 
ing only eleven person s, he did be­ 
lieve that the time is comin g when 
coun ties 
where 
the 
population 
is 
scarce will group together with a 
cen tralized staff of w’orkers.

Since 
taxes and interest are costs which 
do not increase as yield increases, 
one of the best ways of reducing 
the unit cost of producing hay is 
to g row the hig h production crops.

To test the truth of that state­ 
ment, particularly as it effects cull­ 
ing the loafers, poultry extension 
Fpeclalists at the Ohio State uni­ 
versity present thi.s example on the 
basis of la.st year’s prire.s:

M-eighs four 
pound.« . She was M'orth 2S cents a 
pound or $1.12, on June 7 last year. 
On October 11 this same lien wns 
M'or^h 10 rents a pound, or a total 
of 76 cents. 
She was Mmrth 36 
cents less simply because of a Iom-- 
ering of price. It would be neces­ 
sary to make a profit of 30 cents 
on that bird in the four months 
from June fo October to pay for 
her depreciation in value.” 
Prices generally go that way 
every year, the university poultry- 
men point out, hence the necessity 
for culling the loafer hen early.

When eggs are at their lowest 
price during the spring and early 
summer, many people take advan­ 
tage of the opportunity and store a 
few dozen for home use during the 
winter Miien prices are unusually 
high. 
The M’ater-glass method for pre­ 
serving eggs is one of the most 
reliable, according to O. C. Ufford, 
extension poultry specialist for the 
Colorado Agricultural college.

ADMIRAL MOFFETT SPEAKS 
T hope there will be a three-power 
treaty ,’' 
said 
Admiral William Adg er 
Moffett, on his return from the nav al con­ 
ference in London. 
‘It will be a God-send 
to our country and to the world. 
If we 
h'tv e the n?.tional pride we boast of, 
v /e v .dll hav e parity in fact as well as in 
name. 
We hav e the population and re­ 
sources to be first and oug ht to be con­ 
tent with nothing less.” 
The nex t thing “we must do is to g et a 
merchant maripe inferior to none« ^—parity , 
at least, in merchant marine. 
A merchant 
marine is a larg e part of sea-power. 
A 
nav y is only a part of it. 
As long as we 
hav e a merchant marine inferior to any 
other nation we will not hav e parity in 
sea-power. 
We can g ain it by building 
merchant ships just as 
we build cruisers. 
“ Howev er, instead of the g ov ernment 
maintaining them as it does cruisers, the 
g ov ernment would build and turn the 
completed merchant ships ov er to com­ 
mercial firms to operate. 
Each merchant 
ship can be chang ed into an aircraft car­ 
rier. 
Thus av iation will make merchant 
ships potential men-of-war. 
They can, 
when conv erted 
into 
aircraft 
carriers, 
carry bombing planes hav ing a radius of 
3 0 0 miles.” 
Av iation, the admiral holds, has g reatly 
increased 
the relativ e v alue of 
a mer­ 
chant marine and “in g etting parity in 
nav ies we must realize that we hav e still 
a long way to g o to hav e parity in sea- 
power.” 
The merchant marine can be “a 
most powerful and essential factor of na­ 
tional defense” and “of enormous v alue 
and of far reaching importance to our 
commerce and national prosperity in time 
of peace. 
It would assist g reatly in solv ­ 
ing farm, labor and unemploy ment prob­ 
lems.” 
Admiral Moffett knows his nav al book 
in all its chapters. 
It is natural that the 
chapter most interesting to him is that 
dev oted to av iation. 
He is in his third 
term as chief of the nav al bureau of aero­ 
nautics in recog nition of his leadership in 
this v ital modern arm. 
The admiral is 
conv inced that aircraft will play a part of 
the hig hest importance in the nex t war in 
which nativ es are principally inv olv ed. He 
has done ev ery thing he could to make 
American nav al av iation second to none in 
the world. 
His comments on the London 
conference show that he is working for 
his arm. 
Eng land’s g reat nav y is as essential for 
protection of its troop and food transports 
in time of war as it is for actual protection 
of the United 
King dom 
from 
inv ading 
forces. 
Eng land’s streng th on the sev en 
seas is in the combination of a g reat nav y 
and 
a 
g reat 
merchant 
marine. 
The 
weakness of the American merchant m a­ 
rine in the world war was clearly illus­ 
trated. 
Seized German liners and freig ht­ 
ers. interned in American harbors, miti­ 
g ated the 
shortag e, 
but 
Eng lish 
and 
French bottoms were employ ed in g reat 
number until the American shipy ards pro­ 
duced 
new 
American 
craft. 
Admiral 
Moffett understands all this thoroug hly . 
He would hav e an adequate merchant ma­ 
rine under the American flag to comple­ 
ment of an adequate nav y . Meantime, the 
German merchant marine is rapidly ap­ 
proaching its pre-war streng th.

HEALTH IS GOOD BUSINESS 
Men and women liv e long er now than 
did those of half a century ag o. 
The life 
span has been increassed by 1 7 tears. The 
g ain is the result of knowledg e. 
Sickness and death are trag edies in the 
ex perience of indiv iduals, but from the 
P'unt of v iew of the interests of the com- 
muiLtv ,they are just plain bad business. 
Tlo 'crv ice of t\e rv able-bodied man to 
sre ‘et;.- as a whole ha> a certain definite 
cash v alue. 
If he liv es and keeps well 


he oug ht to be counted upon to contribute 
to the wealth of the community . 
This is one justification for spending 
money collected from the public to pro­ 
tect public health. 
It is community insur­ 
ance. Millions are wasted ev ery y ear be­ 
cause persons are laid up by sickness. 
It is the business of org anized society to 
protect itself ag ainst those attacks of dis­ 
ease which g row out of bad liv ing condi­ 
tions. 
Public money is well and justifi­ 
ably spent in prev enting the accumulation 
of filth, in prov iding a safe water supply , 
in enforcing quarantine reg ulations, in 
spreading health information, in prov iding 
clinics for the treatment of those unable 
to secure medical serv ices at their priv ate 
ex pense.

OUR CHANGING POLITICAL PARTIES 
From St. Louis Post-Dispa tch. 
Senator McMaster of South Dakota, in­ 
surg ent republican, was renominated for 
the senate ov er Georg e J. Danforth, who 
described himself as a “Hoov er republi­ 
can.” 
In making the race, McMaster asl> 
ed to be selected “as a v ote of confidence 
in northwest prog ressiv e republicans who 
v oted with the democrats ag ainst admin­ 
istration policies.” 
In states like South Dakota, North Da­ 
kota, Wisconsin, Nebraska and Minnesota, 
the republican label is only a conv entional 
tag for a new political g rouping which 
bears a closer kinship to the democrats 
from ag ricultural states than to the east­ 
ern republicanism. 
The kinship is one of 
mutual interest and allied aims. 
Con­ 
v ersely , an entente cordiale has sprung up 
between democrats and republicans from 
the east and north who represent the 
larg e cities and industrial states. 
The 
v oting on v ital economic issues in con­ 
g ress shows clearly , that the old party 
labels are becoming more and more mean­ 
ing less. 
Generally speaking , industrial­ 
ism and .conserv atism are on one side, 
ag riculture and economic liberalism on the 
other. 
The constituents of Senator McMaster 
hav e v ery little in common, say , with the 
constituents of Senator Grundy of Penn­ 
sy lv ania; nor hav e the citizens of Massa­ 
chusetts, represented by Senator Walsh, 
with the citizens of Alabama, represented 
by Senator Heflin. 
A dissolution of the 
two major parties and the formation of 
two new ones is in the making . 
Already 
it makes for clearer definition to refer to 
a public man as conserv ativ e or liberal, 
rather than democratic or republican. 
For a y oung country we are slow to 
scrap accepted forms, but in the case of 
the major political parties, they are being 
scrapped for us.

About 15 persons, some of them wo­ 
men, were believ ed to hav e been 
killed late Thursday in an explosion 
that demolished the Smoke House 
of the Armour and Company Pack­ 
ing Plant in South St. Joseph. 
Sev en w’ere known to be dead and 
nine injured. 
Six were known to 
bfi missing in the wreckage and 
officials of the plant believ ed sev en 
fo nine others were trapped and 
killed. 
The entire six story building was 
wrecked. 
It 
appeared 
as 
if thf' 
structure had been lifted and then 
settled down. 
While the cause of the blast w^as 
undetermined, police and fire de­ 
partm ent 
officials 
adv anced 
the 
theory that huge ammonia tanks in 
tlie building had exploded. 
No fire followed the explosion but 
choking 
ammonia 
fumes 
spread 
tlirough the WTeckage gassing the 
trapped v ictims. 
The debris was piled to about 
the 
heighth 
of 
the 
third 
story. 
Rescue w'orkers estimated it might 
take two days to extricate the bod­ 
ies of those caught on the ground 
floor. 
Two hundred and fifty employes 
of the Armour plant and approx­ 
imately 
500 
v olunteer 
rescuers 
toiled with axes, crow bars and ev ­ 
ery instrum ent that came lo their 
hands to clear away the wreckage 
in search of the v ictims. 
Flood lights were set up to ill­ 
uminate the scene after dark. 
W alter Kline, a foreman in the 
sausage making 
departm ent 
was 
rescued aliv e from under three tons 
of debris and was taken to a hos­ 
pital.

I believ e that

Responsibility 
for training good 
journalists goes 
farther than the 
schools of journalism, the speaker 
said, adding that it rests, too, at 
the doors of colleges of liberal arts 
in 
which journalism 
students re­ 
ceiv e much of their training. 
“Mass

methods 
in 
great univ ersities must giv e way 
to more thorough training of the in­ 
div idual student. 
And as a corol­ 
lary it is incumbent upon the new’s­

Vice President Curtis- 
called and discussed the situation. 
It was said at the White House that' 
no decision had yet been reached 
W’hether any statement would be 
made by the president at this time. 
It W’as 
indicated, 
howev er, 
that 
nothing would be said today. 
President Hoov er is expected at 
the capitol to undertake immedi­ 
ately consideration of another ap­ 
pointment to the v acant post on the 
supreme court bench, with a v iew 
of sending it to the senate in time 
to obtain confirmation at Vhis ses­ 
sion. 
From quarters it has been 
suggested to the president that he 
w’ithhold comment upon the Parker 
case until the new nomination is 
sent to the senate. 
Specultion was rife as to whom 
the chief executiv e might tender 
the office and three names were 
prominently mentioned. 
They were 
those of Chief Justice Fenton W hit­ 
lock Booth of the court of claims, 
an Illinois republican; 
Newton D. 
Baker, President Wilson’s secretary 
of war and John W. Dav is, the 
democratic presidential nominee of 
19 24. 
The senate’s action in defeating 
the Parker nomination left three 
courses open to the president. He 
could 
re-submit 
Judge 
Parker’s 
name, wait until the adjournment Of 
congress and giv e the North Caro­ 
lina jurist a recess appointment, or 
seek a new appointee. 
The impres­ 
sion prev ailed 
among those 
who 
hav e discussed the situation with, 
the president that he had decided 
upon the last. 
By a v ote of 41 to 39 , the senate 
yesterday turned down the nomina­ 
tion after ten days of debate,

WASHINGTON. 
D. C.—Welcom- 
ing the delegates to the ninth an­ 
nual conv ention of the American 
Red Cross to Washington, President 
Hoov er said Monday the increasing 
strength of the organization repre­ 
sents the growing sense of responsi­ 
b ility of the nation toward those 
who meet with disaster. 
The text of the president’s ad­ 
dress follows: 
‘Tt giv es me a great deal of pleas­ 
ure to participate in the conv oca­ 
tion of the meeting of the officers 
of the American Red Cross. 
“The past fifteen years has seen 
a great change in the purpose and 
an expansion in the b enev olent ac­ 
tiv ities of this, our great official as­ 
sociation for the admniistration of 
national charity. 
"Originally 
designed 
for 
succor 
in w’ar, it has now' b ecome also the 
national agency for relief of disas­ 
ter in peacetime, b oth at home and 
ab road. 
‘‘The past decade it w*as distin­ 
guished itself a score cf times b y 
effectiv e organization of the sav ing 
of life and suffering. 
“ Its ev er increasing strength rep­ 
resents the growing of the spiritual 
sense of responsib ility of the nation 
tow'ard those w'ho meet with dis­ 
aster. 
“The nation has grown to com­ 
plete confidence in the efficiency, 
ab fity and single mindedness of the 
Red Cross. 
"We hav e come to entrust it with 
a great responsib ility for the Red 
Cross is today the expression of the 
national will, the national sympathy, 
for all those ov ertaken b y catastro­ 
phe of storm, of flood, of famine. 
“Its call to charity to meet these 
emergencies is mandatory upon the 
heart of the nation. 
“It Is a grav e responsib ility that 
the Red Cross holds for our coun­ 
try, and there is implied in it a 
preparedness for ready and instant 
action.

Pla nt Now for Next Spring 


Plant now for nex t spring’s earliest 
crop out of the garden parsnips and 
oy ster plant or salsify . 
These two 
roots are at their best dug with a 
pickax before the frost is out of the 
ground. 
They are all season grow’- 
ers and should be planted in some 
part of the garden where they will be 
out of the way and left to make their 
y ear’s growth. 
Both like mellow, rich soil and if 
good roots are desired they must be 
thinned to let the plants stand six - 
inches apart in the row-s. 
If the 
parnisps are left to fight It out, roots 
of even size will result, some being 
BO small that it Is hardly worth the 
trouble to prepare them for the table, 
while others will manage to crow-d 
out rivals and make sizeable roots. 
By judicious thinning as soon as 
the plants are large enough to handle 
the entire row of roots of uniform 
size is a simple accomplishment. The 
parsnips also furnishes a late fall 
crop, but most connoisseurs say it is 
not at Is best and most sugary state 
until after the winter freezes. 
The salsify or oy ster plant makes 
small roots at best, so it must be 
thinned to develop it so far as it will 
go, as a root an inch in diameter is 
a big one. 
Thinning and occasional 
hoeing to keep the weeds down are 
all these two vegetables need- 
Once 
planted and thinned they take care 
of themselves without much fussing. 
They even form good roots wnen 
overgrown with weeds, but will do 
better if given the same w-eeding as 
the rest of the garden.

The Mammoth Sandwich Island 
salsify gives the biggest roots ot uni-, 
form size, being twice the size of thel 
older white ty pes. The black salsify , 
so called from the coloring of the 
roots, also known as scorzonera, la 
considered the finest ty pe by many * 
but is not PS easy to raise as the 
white kinds and needs more careful 
cultivation and fertilizing to develop. 
Salsify must be cleaned in water 
that has been 
slightly 
acidulated 
with vinegar or it will discolor badly . 
This does not alter its flavor, but 
makes it appear unappetizing.
